It  will  not  be  many  years  before  a 
more  efficient  and  orderly  system  of 
township"goverment  will  be  demand¬ 
ed  by  an  overwhelming  majority  of 

voters 

Until  this  time  shall  come,  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  town  should  proceed 
along  the  present  lines.  The  pros¬ 
perity  of  the  township  is  both 
matter  of  pride  and  of  profit  to  the 
taxpayers.  A  jwlicy  which  should 
reduce  the  appropriations  below  that 
which  is  necessary  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  township  would  be  suici¬ 
dal. 

Yet  there  is  no  doubt  a  feeling 
that  taxes  are  too  high  and  that  in 
creased  appropriations  will  retard 
r*ttkor  than  help  the  growth  and 
prosperity  of  the  village. 

It  is  hard  to  see  how  the  system 
of  laws  proposed  would  have  increased 
'Ihe  expense  of  tbe  township  govern 
ment,  yet  even  the  fear  of  this  was 
I>otent  with  the  voters. 

The  election  just  held  is  likely  to 
have  considerable  influence  upon  the 
general  election  to  be  held  next  month.

Chestnut  Hill  Station, 

\  meeting  of ,  property  owners 
intcreste.1  in  building  a  railway  depot 
at  Chestnut  Hill,  was  held  Thursday 
evening  at  the  house  of  Mr.E.  S.  Wilde 
<>u  \t  ilflwood  Terrace.  There  was  pres¬ 
ent  a  go.*d  representation  from  the 
Glen  Ridge  plateau  west  of  Bloom¬ 
field  avenue.  Dr.  Win.'  H.  Pierson 
was  appointed  president  and  Mr.  S. 
Morris  Hulin  secretary  of  tlie  meeting 
It  was  explained  by  Mr.  Wilde  that 
when  the  right  of  way  was  secured 
by  the  Montclair  Rnilway  company 
through  this  section,  it  was  stipulated 
that  a  passenger  station  was  to  lie  lo¬ 
cated  at  the  junction  of  Wildwood 
Terrace  with  Benson  street.  This 
was  done  at  the  first  opening  of  the 
road,  but  soon  afterward,  the  depot 
was  removed  to  the  Broad  street  cross¬ 
ing  and  afterward  still  further  east  to 
Belleville  ave.,  and  a  stopping  place 
idso  made  in  the  cut  above  at  High 
laud  avenue  crossing.  The  Company 
had  never  however,  abandoned  the 
original  plan  of  a  station  at  Wilde* 
w.kkI.  for  this  part  of  Bloomfield,  and 
now,  in  view  of  certain  obligations 
resting  ou  the  company  in  regal’d  to 
bridge*  to  be  maintained  in  this 
neighborhood,  its  officers  have  shown 
a  willingness  tv»  co-operate  with  the 
township  in  the  building  of  a  fine  de¬ 
pot  at  this  point.  As  the  matter  now 
stands,  they  are  legally  obliged  to 
build  an  expensive  bridge  connecting 
Beusou  street  aud  Forest  avenue.
